“Whisky Did It,” Says Short- 
well, Who Must Work 
Out $50 Fine.

Ten years ago a prosperous business 
man, worth $100,000, with a loving family 
and bright prospects. 

Today an inmate of the city Work- 
house, serving out a fine of $50 imposed 
for begging on the streets of St. Louis. 

Those are two chapters in the life of 
James Shortwell, 30 years old. 

In Police Court Friday he sat with 
his head bowed in shame and admitted 


that what the officer said was true. He 
had - been begging at Broadway and 
Washington avenue, but he was ineoxi- 
cated when he did it. 

It Was Whisky. 

“Of course, it was whisky that made 
me beg. It was whisky that caused all 
my troubles. It ruined me,” he said. 

Judge Tracy fined the old man $50 
more in mercy toward him than as a 
punishment. 

“In the Workhouse you will be un- 
able to get whisky. You will have time 
to think. You will-have enough work to 
do to put you in good physical trim and 
maybe you will find yourself again and 
come out with good resolutions and 
strength of will enough to keep them,”’ 
the Judge said to him. 

Shortwell yet shows signs of the re- 
spectability that was once his, although 
there are upon his face the deep lines 
of dissipation. 

Owned Two Big Stores. 

“Ten years ago I owned two hardware 
stores in New York State,” said Short- 
well. “One of them was tn Poughkeep- 
sie and the other in Yonkers. I was 
worth $100,000. 

“Business got bad, I began to worry, 
and to forget my trouble I began drink- 
ing. I went from bad to worse and 
lost my business. 

“IT came West to St. Louls, trying to 
reform.and lead a different life, and 
for a while I did soe. 

“T held two good positions here, one 
ag city salesman for a large hardware 
store. Then drink got the upper hand 
of me. My family, to escape the dis- 
grace I brought upon them, went to 
Los Angeles, leaving me behind, but 
sending me weekly allowances, which 
I spent for drink. That is my story.” 

Shortwell says one of his daughters is 
married to a wealthy St. Louisan.

Even the Man Who Sold Them to 
the Wife Cannot Seize Them 


for Debt, Court Holds. 


Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch., 

LONDON, Oct. %.—The Brompton 
County Court has just held that a wife’s 
dresses are not her property, but belong 
to her husband. 

The action arose out of the seizure 
for purchase debt of dresses and other 
articles of apparel sold to Mrs. de Fries 
of Chelsea. 

Mr. de fries claimed that the nate 
was illegal, as he gave his wife the 
money to buy the dresses, and they were 
accordingly his property. 

In summing up, the Judge, Sir Wil- 
liam Selfe, said it had been laid down 
by Sir Francis Jeune that if a man pre- 
sented his wife with articles of jewelry 
or clothing for use only during hig life- 
time, and only to be used as what was 
legally termed paraphernalia, such arti- 
cles did not become the wife's absolute 
property. 

The jury found in favor of the hus- 
band, but expressed regret that the law 
compelled them to do so.

Catholic Club’s Secretary De- 
clares St. Louis Patron Saint 
Is Ridiculed. 











Anthony Matre, National Secretary 
of the Federation of Catholic Clubs and 
Supreme Secretary of the Catholic 
Knights of America, does not think that 
St. Louis, patron saint of the city, 
should be caricatured or made to look 
ridiculous in newspaper cartoons. He 
said so Thursday night at a meeting of 
the Federation of Catholic Societies. 

“Cartooning St. Louis, the city, and 
cartooning St. Louis, the saint, are very 
different matters,’’ he said. “It is an 
unfortunate fact that the comic artists 
have fallen into the habit of using the 
figure of Louis IX of France, one of the 


greatest of the cnurch’s saints, 

“Very often these representations are 
extremely grotesque. It seems to -ne 
that artists would be able to agree on 
some other figure in representing the 
city of St. Leuis.”’ 

Other members thought Mr. Matre was 
oversensitive. They suggested that the 
cartoonists do not caricature the saint, 
but the statue of him in Forest Park.

NEW YORK, Oct. %.—Packey Me- 
Farland seems to have a lot of confi- 
dence. He thinks he can beat Nelson. 
But he doesn’t count upon knocking 


the rugged Dane out. Packey thinks 
Gans has gone back so far that his 
fights with the Dane don’t give a real 
line on Nelson's powe.'s of endurance. 
Perhaps Joe hag travelled the route, 
and has passed the last milestone in 
his career. But, strangely enough, none 
but Nelson has succeeded in finding 
his weak spot. Leav'-g all that theory 
out, and looking only at Nelson's fight- 
ing record, you must give him credit 
for being the most genuine lightweight 


Nelson is the only fighter who has 
never quibbled or sidestepped when 
hard game was in sight. The tougher 
the better, where he is concerned. Nel- 
son thinks himself invincible and fears 
nothing. “Caution” isn’t in his dic- 
tionary. All he knows is ‘“‘fight.” 

Nelson has always been a fighter. 
When he was a youngster in Chicago, 
living in a maroon sweater and sleep- 
ing literally ‘‘in the hay,’ he was a 
genuine fighting man. He lost fight 
after fight those days. He was slow 
and awkward, and remarkably stupid. 
would never learn 
anything about boxing. Yet the clubs 
put him on because of nis dogged man- 
ner of mixing. 

He was knocked down many and 
many a time, but never lost any for 





10 seconds. He always got up willing | 


to go on as fast as he could. At that 
time Nelson was always fighting short 
battles of six rounds or so. Perhaps if 
he had gone over the finish route even 
then he might have oytstayed the best 
of them and whipped champions by 
sheer endurance. 

He may have been an uncouth, un- 
known champion. Perhaps he is no 
greater now than ae was half a dozen 
years ago. But today, with the cham- 
pionship title, he can demand his price 
and terms whenever he fights. He has 
more than $200,000 in cash and securities 
and is rapidly becoming a millionaire. 
His early stupidity hag given place to a 
certain business acumen that makes his 
money pile up rapidly, like Rockefeller’s, 
Nelson hasn’t reached the golf-playing 
stage yet, but it is safe to wager that 
when he does he will have a pile that 
will make the earnings of any other ring 
champion look like a piker’s sinking 
fund.
